Though  our  class  buildings  and  dormitories  are 
conveniently  compact,  we  are  fortunate  to  have  a 
campus  which  does  not  end  within  the  limits  of 
Milledgeville.  Weekends  may  be  spent  at  Lake 
Laurel  or  at  the  camp  on  Lake  Burton  (we  are  the ' 
only  college  which  can  boast  of  two  such  places 
which  offers  swimmng,  boating,  fishing,  and  camp 
life.)  Our  campus  recreation  includes  among  other 
things,  indoor  swmming,  tennis  on  cement  courts, 
bowling,  skating,  bicycling,  horseback  riding,  and 
outing  at  Nesbit  Woods. 

No  other  college  can  boast  of  a  kitchen  in  ev¬ 
ery  dormitory,  and  recreation  hall  facilities  for  all 
students.

And  do  you  realize  how  fortunate  you 
are  to  see  well  known  plays  such  as  "Skin  of  Our 
Teeth"  and  "Antigone,”  produced  by  students  with 
the  most  professional  touches?

GSCW  offers  degrees  in  almost  anything  a  stu- 
,  dent  could  want;  in  fact,  there  are  approximately 
f  25  majors  and  minors  offered  here. 


It  is  interestng  to  note  that  the  stqie  allo¬ 
cated  funds  to  GSCW  are  more  than  four  times 
as  much  as  they  were  in  1939  per  capita  student. 

If  we  take  advantage  of  the  resources  at  GSCW, 
we  have  every  opportunity  to  become  a  "well 
rounded"  person.

DAVID  THE  KING

David  the  King  is  a  story  taken  from  the  Bible 
and  made  into  a  deeply  moving  and-  captivating 
novel.  It  portrays  David's  rise  from  being  a  sim¬ 
ple  shepherd  boy  to  become  a  king  and,  of  more 
importance;  his  rise  from  egoism  and  crassness  to 
deep  understanding  and  selflessness. 

David's  sins  at  times  predominate  the  book,  but 
they  serve  to  make  his  final  moral  triumph  more 
wonderul.

Baihsheba's  firstborn  died  a$  if  to  punish  David  for 
his  adultery  and  murder  of  Bathsheba's  husband. 

People  usually  suffer  for  their  sins,  but  punishment 
does  not  always  come,  in  the  form  of  a  physical 
happening. 

Noi  interested  me  more  than  any  of  the  other 
minor  characters.  She  had  strength  in  her  gentle¬ 
ness  and  peace  in  her  resignation.  These  words, 
which  she  spoke  just  before  her  quiet  death,  made 
more  impression  on  me  than  anything  else  con¬
